The Slavery Discussion at Cambridge. 
■Middlesex,” the Boston correspondent 
of the .Vein York Evening Post, who has the 
means of being well iuformed as to all the 
facts in the case, gives tho follow ing account 
of the shivery discussion, and “ duello” stir, 
among the Jaw students at Cambridge. This 
letter of “ Middlesex ” is dated May 23:— 
“ Thare can lie no doubt that the anti-slave 
ry sentiment is steadily gaining ground in 
New England. It has even penetrated that 
abode of ancient dullness ami conservatism, 
the University of Cambridge. An agitation 
on the subject actually rages in the law 
school, of which imperfect anil erroneous 
notices have, within a few days appeared in 
some of the papers. The facts, as l learn 
them from good authority, are these :—The 
law students in the university number 120 
to 130, and are generally from 21 to 25years 
of age. About one third of them I beleive, 
are from the South. They have organized 
among them a sort ofparliarne.nl or legislative 
body, called the General Assembly of the 
Dane Law Schnol.which has a speaker and a 
clerk, and is conducted in accordance with 
the strictest parliamentary rules. It meets 
every Friday evening in the lecture-room of 
the law-school. The questions discussed 
-have been chiefly such as relate to national 
politics. 

About two mouths ago, in a debate on a 
bill for the removal of the Indians from Flo¬ 
rida, a northern man indulged, for the first 
time, in some strictures on slavery. This 
caused considerable commotion among the 
southerner’s and at a subsequent meeting, 
to show that they were not afraid to discuss 
the subject, they themselves introduced a 
hill for the purchase of Cuba, and opened 
the debate by depicturing slavery as a moral 
and political blessing. They were vigorous¬ 
ly replied to by a Massachusetts student, 
John L. Swift, of Boston, a young ninn of 
talent and eloquence, who was one of the 
most popular stump-speakers of the tree 
democracy in the political campaigns of last 
year. The debate continued for several 
weeks in tolerably good temper, but with 
growing interest, until nearly all the students 
were decisively ranged on the one side or 
the other—the’Nortlt for freedom, tbe South 
for slavery. 

The northern spirit was roused, and an 
amount of anti-slavery feeling called out that 
was entirely unexpected, lor previous to the 
discussion, huttkerisrn had reigned supreme 
and unquestioned in the law school. 1 en or 
twelve speakers came forward upon the side 
of freedom, and slavery was attacked in ev¬ 
ery possible manner—-moral, legal, political 
arid Vrmmmirat—with Sucll SIICCCSS that It 


the North had the best of the contest. A 
portion of them consequently lost their tem¬ 
per. 

During the session of last week, a student 
named Burt, from Ithaca, N. Y., made an 
able speech, upwards of two hours in length 
of a very decided anti-slavery character. He 
was frequently interrupted by the southern¬ 
ers who attempted to silence him. hut were 
themselves effectually put down by his re¬ 
torts. One of these retorts was construed 
into a personal insult by a student from Ma¬ 
ryland, anti he in consequence sent Mr. Burt 
a challenge. This, of course, was treated 
with contempt. For a day or two there was 
considerable talk of bowie-knives and pis¬ 
tols, but finding their gasconade Imd no ef¬ 
fect, the young gentleman subsided, and last 
evening the debate was resumed without any 
serious manifestation of ill-feeling. 

The effect, so far, of the diettsston, has 
been very marked upon tbe northern stu¬ 
dents, and even some of the southerners, T 
am told, have considerably modified their 
views. The matter is not without import¬ 
ance, for the Cambridge Law School is one 
of the great centers from which prnreed the 
influences that mould the ftitttre'of the coun¬ 
try. The students are mostly men of talent, 
and likely hereafter to occupy positions of

Citizens : The man, to whom we have 
come to say tbe last farewell, Jean Bosquet, 
of Fiirnct Garonne, was a noble soldier of 
democracy. We have seen him, on inflexible 
exile, waste tnvav sorrowfully among us. A 
yearning for home was gnawing nt Ills heart; 
lie felt that the recollection of all he had left 
behind hitn was slowly poisoning him ; he 
might have seen again his absent friends, the 
beloved places —his native eiry, his house: 
lie had but to say a word. Tlmt execrable 
humiliation which M. Bonaparte calls am¬ 
nesty, Or pardon, was offered to him ; lie hon¬ 
estly rejected it—and he is dead. Ho wns 
only tiiirty-/our years of age. Ami now— 
there he lies. 

I will not add praises to this simple life, to 
this grand death. Let him repose in peace in 
this obscure grave, where the earth will soon 
cover him and whence his soul hns gone to 
seek the eternal hopes of tbe tomb. 

Let him sleep here, this republican ; and 
let the people know that there tiro still proud 
and pore hearts devoted to its cause. Let 
the republic know that men will perish rather 
than forsake Iter. Let France know that men 
die, because they can see her no more. 

Let him sleep, this patriot, in the land of 
the stranger ! And we, his companions in 
conflict anil in adversity, we. who closed bis 
eyes; if his native city, hi* family, his friends 
ask us: “Where is he?” we will answer: 

■„ ,.Atic nn mo suiunery, wrien the 
name of Latottr d’Auvergtie was called, an¬ 
swered : “ Dead on the field of honor/” 
Citizens! To-day, in France, apostacy is 
joyous. The old hind of the 14 th of Jn I t and 
of the 10th of August, assists ut the hideous 
spread of treason,and at the triumphal march 
of traitors. Not oue unworthy action which 
isnotiimtiediately rewarded. A mayor brettks 
the law—he is made a prefect; a soldier dis¬ 
honors his flag—lie is made a general ; a 
priest sells his religion—lie is made a bishop; 
n judge prostitutes justice—he is made a sen¬ 
ator ; a prince,an adventurer, Commits every 
crime, from the base trick which would 
shame a pickpocket, to the cruelty which 
v’vuuld make an assassin shudder—and he be¬ 
comes an entperor. Around and about these 
turn are tbe sounds of triumphal music, bou¬ 
quets, and dancing, addresses, applunse, and 
genuflexions. Servility comes to congratulate 
ignominy. 

Citizens! These men have their festivals; 
well—we, too, have ours. When one of the 
companions of ottr banishment, wasted by 
home-sickness, exhausted hv tlie slow fever 
of old habits broken up, and affections Jacer- 
ated, gives way nt last, aud dies alter having 
drunk to the dregs all the agonies of pros¬ 
cription, we follow his bier covered with a 
black cloth ; we come to the side of his grave; 
wo too.kneel, not to success, but to the tomb; 
we bend over our buried brother, aud we 
say to him : “Friend, we congratulate thee 
because thou hast been valiant; we congrat¬ 
ulate thee because tiioti hast been generous 
ami intrepid ; we congratulate thee because 
thou hast been faithful; we congratulate thee 
because thou hast offered up to thy repub¬ 
lican faith the last breath of thy l>ody, the 
last pulsation of thy henrt; we congratulate 
thee because thou hast suffered ;' we congrat¬ 
ulate thee that thou art dead !” Then we raise 
our heads again, aud we move away, our 
hearts full of a sombre joy. Such are the 
festivals of exiles. This is the austere and 
serene thought which is nt the bottom of our 
souls ; and in the presence of this sepulchre 
of this grief which seems to swallow up a 
man, the presence of this appearance of an¬ 
nihilation, we feel ourselves strengthened in 
our principles and iu our convictions. The 
man whose miud is made up, never trends 
more firmly than on the shifting soil of the 
tomb. And our eyes fixed upon thisdead body, 
upon this being who has faded away upon 
this shadow which has vanished, we, unsha¬ 
ken believers, glorify that which is immortal 
and that which is eternal: Liberty and God. 

Yes—God !_Never should a tomb be closed 

until this great, this living word has iallen 

into it! The dead claim it, aud we are not 
the tnen to refuse it Let the free and reli¬ 
gious people amongst whom we live under¬ 
stand well, that the men of progress, the men 
of democracy,the men of revolution know that 
the destiny of the soul is twofold; and that 
the abnegation they show in this life proves 
how profoundly they rely upon another. 

Their faith in this grand and mysterious 
future resists even tlie repulsive spectacle 
which the enslaved Catholic fflergy has pre¬ 
sented since the second of December. At 
this moment Roman papism startles tlte hu¬ 
man conscience. Yes,I say it—and my heart 
is full of bitterness when 1 think ot so much 
abjectness and shame : these priests, Who for 
money for palaces,for crosses and mitres, for 
the love of temporal goods, bless awl glorify 
perjury, murder aud treason - these churches 
where Te Dcums are sung m honor of crowu- 
ed crime,—yes, these churches and these 
priests would be enough to shake the strong¬ 
est convictions in the firmest souls, if beyond 
the church we did not see a heaven; and 
above the priest—a God. And here, citizens 
on the threshold of the open tomb—in the 
midst of this thoughtful throng which snrj 
rounds this grave, the moment has come to 


sound a solomn word, that may take root and 
spring up in every conscience. 

Citizens! At this present hour, this fatal 
hour which will be tnnrked in times to come 
as the principle ofahsohitism,the old principle 
of the past, triumphs all over Europe; It tri¬ 
umphs as it Should triumph, by the sword, 
the axe, and the cord ; by massacres and 
musketry ; by tortures and the scaffold. 
Despotism, that Moloch surrounded by hu¬ 
man bones, celebrates her fearful mysteries 
iu open sunlight, under the pontificate of a 
Hayiiau, a Bonaparte, atttla Rndetzsky. Iu 
Hungary, the gall >ws : in Lombardy, the 
gallows : iu Sicily, the pillows ; in France, 
the gtiillotine,traiis|)ortmion and exile In the 
Papal states alone, 1 cite the Pope, who Calls 
himself le rod de douceur-, in the Papal states 
alone, in the last three years, sixteen hund¬ 
red and forty patriots (the figures are authen¬ 
tic 1 have iterished by shooting or hnnging, 
without counting the innumerable many who 
are buried alive in dungeons. At this mo¬ 
ment, the continent, as in tlie worst periods 
ofhistory, is encumbered with scaffolds and 
corpses and if, when the tlay comes, revolu 
tiou should seek to make fi r hersejfa flag of 
the " hiding-sheets of the victims, the shallow 
of that black flag would cover all Europe. 
This blood, which i* flowing in streams and 
in torrents, nil this blood, democrats is yours. 

And yet citizens, in the presence of this 
saturnalia of ntttrder, in the presence of these 
infamous tribunals where assassins sit in tbe 
roiies of the judge, in the presence of all these 
dear and sacred corpses, in the presence of 
this dismal nnd ferocious victory of reaction; 

1 declare solemnly iu the name of the exiles 
of Jersey who have given me the Authority 
to do so; and I say it too, in tlie ttnine of all 
republican exiles—and not one true republic¬ 
an voice will contradict me—I declare before 
this coffin of an exile, the second one we 
have lowered into the grave within ten days, 
we the exiles, we the victims, we adjure, for 
tho grent and inevitable day of revolutionary 
triumph, all feeling, all desire, all idea of 
bloody retribution. 

The guilty will be ebastsied, certainly— 
they will he; nil of them and severally this 
must be; but not one head shall full; not one 
drop of blood, not one spalsh from the 
scaffold shall stain the spotless robe of 
of the republic, of February . The head even 
the brigand of December shall he respec¬ 
ted with honor by the progressives. The 
revolution will make a grainier example of 
that man liy changing his imperial purple 
fot the jacket o( tlie gnllev-slave. No, wo 
will not retort on the scaffold by the scaffold. 
We repudiate the old senseless law of retalia¬ 
tion. The law of retaliation, like the mon¬ 
archy, is a part of tho past; we repudiate the 

The death penalty, gloriously abolished by 
the Republic of 1848, re-established odiously 
by Louis Bonaparte, is abolished by us, and 
for ever. We have taken with us into exile 
the sacred doctrine of progress; we will I'aitli- 
fntly bring it back to France. What we ask 
and wish of the future is justice, and not ven¬ 
geance. And besides, the sight of slaves 
drunk with wine, sufficed to give the Spar¬ 
tans a disgust for intemperance, so it is 
enough for us republicans to see kings ititox- 

of scaffolds. 

Yes, we declare it and we call to witness 
this scene which hinds Jersey to France, 
these fields, this quiet nature around us, this 
England which is listening to us. The men 
of the revolution—whatever the Bonnpartist 
calumniators may say — wish to re-enter 
France, not as exieruiinators.but as brothers. 
Wc call to witness our words, this holy hea¬ 
ven which glitters above ns, shedding tlio'ts 
of pence ami concord upon our hearts; 
we cull to witness our dead brother, who lies 
in that grave, and who, while I speak, mur¬ 
murs in his shroud, “Yes, ntybt'o liters, reject 
death! 1 have accepted it myself,! would not 
have it for others.” 

Citizen! These thoughtsare iu every man's 
mind, and I am only the interpreter of them. 
The day of bloody revolutions has passed ; 
for what remains to he done, the indomitable 
law of progress will suffice. And moreover, 
let us be tranquil; every thing combats fur 
us iu the great battles wc have still to fight 
—battles, whose evident necessity does not 
disturb the serenity of the thinker; battles, 
in which revolutionary energy will equal the 
desperation of monarchy ; battles, in which 
might, joined with right, wiH overthrow vio¬ 
lence allied to usurpation; supurb, glorious, 
enthusiastic, decisive battles, the event of 
which cannot be doubtful, and which will be 
the Tolbincs, the Hustings, aud the Austor- 
litzes of democracy. Citizens! the epoch of 
the dissolution of the old world has arrived. 
The law of Providence has condemned the 
old despotisms. Time, the shadowy grave¬ 
digger, is burying them. Each declining 
day plunges litem deeper into nothingness. 
God is throwing years upon thrones us we 
throw spades full of earth upon a coffin. 

And now, brothers, os we se|Mirate. let us 
shout the cry of triumph ; let us shout the cry 
of awakening! It is near the grave tlmt one 
should speak of the resurrection. Yes, in, 
deed, the future, and impending future, I 
repeat it, promises to us the victory of the 
democratic idea in France; the future prom¬ 
ises that ill every Climate, and under every 
sun, upon every comment, iu America as 
well as in Europe, an end shall come to op¬ 
pression and to slavery. After tlie hard trials 
we are experiencing, what we want, is not 
only emancipation of this or that class of men 
wliich has suffered long, tlie abolition of this 
or that right—all this we shall have, hut this 
is not enough. What we must have and what 
we shall get—never doubt it—what I, for my 
part, front the depths of this darkness of exile 
contemplate with rapture, is the deliverance 
of every'natiou, the enfranchisement of all 
mankind ! Friends—our sufferings give us a 
claim upon Providence. God owes us a re¬ 
ward. He is a faithful debtor, we shall re¬ 
ceive if. Let us then cherish a manly faith, 
and make our sacrifice with gladness. Op¬ 
pressed of all nations, offer up your wounds; 
Poles, oiler your misery; Hungarians, offer 
your gibbet:”Italians, offer your cross ; heroic 
transported brothers of Cayenne of Africa, 
offer your chains ; exiles, offer your proscrip¬ 
tion;'and then ! O martyr, offer thy death 
to the liberty of the human race !

Yankee Yacht Victory. 

At the opening nia'ch of tho Prince of 
I Wales Yacht Club, on the 18th ult, there apt 
pesred the Truant, an American clipper, tha- 
possessed the advantage of a shifting keel, nnd 
could beat or rnn nt such pace as to warrant 
the fnvornble opinion expressed of her. There 
were other very good things oo the list, but tho 
American so engrossed the attention of lead¬ 
ing ynchtinen that but litt'e thought was be¬ 
stowed upon them. As the time approached 
for the start, the most lively interest prevailed, 
and as they hnd to beat against a dead noser all 
the wnv down, it "as quite evident that, bar¬ 
ring accidents, the merits of the boats would 
he tested, and soon enough indeed they were. 
Mr. J. Bcmcnstle, the Commodore, having in¬ 
spected the yachts nt their stations gave the 
signal to go off at 11 hours, 41 minutes, which 
was most promptly obeyed by the whole of tho 
licet. The Albatross was fairly under weigh, 
and next the Idas, but the Truant iilmcat im¬ 
mediately took tho lend of the whole of tho 
(lent, and never forfeited her proud position. 
Her rig wns ..f the sloop character, her fore 
sail nnd jib being in one and, like tbe America, 
laced to her boom. A more handy craft was 
never seen on the Thames. Without refer¬ 
ence to her keel shifting at pleasure, she show¬ 
ed herself infinitely superior to her rivals in 
working down. At Woolwich the Britannia 
was second, the Idas third, Julia fourth, Calli¬ 
ope fifth. The Julia shortly afterward passed 
the Idas, nnd iu this position they arrived at 
the Ibig-bont, just above Gravesend, the 
Truant being more than n quarter of un hour 
in advance of tne Julia, nnd the latter 10 min¬ 
utes before the Idas. They ran up to the re¬ 
turn post as follows : 


The Hale Medal.

John P. Hale, by 
the crew of the sjoop-of-war Germantown, 
a mark of their appreciation of his merito¬ 
rious efforts in securing the abolition of flog¬ 
ging in the United States Navy.” 

The inscription is surrounded by a neatly 
executed cable. Over this are represented 
the yard arms of a vessel, tititl beneath are 
the port-holes. On either side wave the 
stars and stripes of the American flag.— 
Branches oflatirel,introduced with exquisite 
effect, ornament the under half of the med¬ 
al. Beneath is an anchor, two cannons, dis¬ 
posed upon each side, anti also a huge ball. 

On the reverse is represented a scene on 
ship-board. A poor fellow with amide back 
ntui tied arms, is in tlte foreground. Near 
him is man with a lash in hand, awaiting the 
word of it superior officer, also visible, to in¬ 
flict the flogging. Just then, Mr. Hale in¬ 
terposes, and the flogging does uot take 
place. The surroundings on this side are the 
same as on the other. T lie design nnd exe¬ 
cution are in file highest degree successful, 
and even beautiful. The medal is enclosed 
in a neat euse, nnd may 1)C carried itt the 
pocket. Its weight is 44 pennyweights, and 
is valued at over S100. It is to be presented 
in a few days.

question to the wharf, whore it employs one 
steimer Rnd two sailing vessels t o carry it to 
Barren Island, where it is worked up into Prus¬ 
sian Blue, Glue, Bone Dust and Manure. The 
whole coal to the city is the enormous sum of 
$63,000 per annum. Mr. Coles, who has the 
contract, has invested 60,000 in machinery, 
buildings, Ate., to carry on the business, and 13 
making quite a cheese out of the affair. 

The Effect of Ciiiustianitv in the Slave 
Market. — Wc recommend the following para¬ 
graph to the notice of those of our churches 
who fellowship with slaveholders:

The Era speaks of the public 
sale being “ discountenanced ” by the citizens 
of Washington. It is high time it was. That 
is something, that the citizens of Washington 
should treat the sale of old men in their pub¬ 
lic avenues, just as the Whigs treat agitation. 
There is yet room for them to grow—may they 
soon get to feel indignation and annihilate in¬ 
stead of discountenance. 


The Stamped Envelopes. —The New York 

The envelopes are cut out by au instrument 
worked by steam, to the number of five hundred 
at a single operation. The image of Washington 
is stamped upon them in white bas-relief and 
the rate of postage is printed in red ink. After 
applying the gluten,they are counted in bundles 
ot twenty-five and sent to Washington, whence 
they will find .their way through the post¬ 
masters to every part of the country. They are 
of white and buff paper, and water-lined with 
the initials of the Post Office Department of 
the United States. About one hundred and 
fifty operatives, chiefly females, have been em¬ 
ployed in the work. 

Negro Stampede. — Slaves are running 
away from Missouri,at the present time, in bat¬ 
talions. Three belonging to Mr. R. Meek, of 
Weston, ran away on Wednesday of last week 
—two of whom were afterwards apprehended. 
They were making for the Plains. Fifteen made 
a stampede from Bay county, the week before, 
and took the line of their march for Iowa. Sev¬ 
eral were captured in Grundy county, but the 
larger number made good their escape. It 
would be a glorious thing for Missouri, if all 
her slaves should take it into their heads to 
run away. If she only knew it, they are one 
of the greatest drawbacks to her advancement 
and prosperity— Alton (Id.) Telegraph,

Any person in charge of a locomo¬ 
tive engine, or acting as the conductor of a car 
or train, or a brakoman, or as switchman, in 
the employment of any company, who shall be 
intoxicated while so engaged on the railway, 
. shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dol¬ 
lars or imprisonment not exceeding six months, 
or both, at the discretion of the court before 
whom he may be tried.

The northern part of the State is well nigh 
carried for freedom, bat the southern part, cor¬ 
rupted by southern influence and immigration's 
yet congenial soil for the old parties. Messrs, 
Giddings,, Chase. E. S. Hamlin,and Sato’lLew- 
1 is—the noble free candidate for governor, have 
l been holding large and powerful meetings this 
i Bcason all over that section, arid have made a 
' deep impression by the (ruths of Free Democ¬ 
racy. The policy of “ advancing,” and “pro¬ 
moting” the causers laid aside, and its triumph 
in that State is the immediate object in view. 
They mean this year to cast a vote,which if not 
numerically, shall he morally decisive. 

Mr. Chase is to he firmly supported for re- 
election to the Senate, and we are not without 
hope that events will yet- so turn that tire State 
will honor itself by returning instead of a ser- 
! vile party hack, one of the ablest, truest, and 
most useful statesmen country. 

We take the following from an article in the 
last number of the Ashtabula Sentinel. It is 
evidently fro n Mr. Giddings :

But vigorous measures are in 
progress for supplying both of these necessities, 
It is intended to place the free daily and weekly 
press at Chigago cn a firm basis,bring to it addi¬ 
tional ability,and make that a strong position. It 
is believed that there is ground in the public mind 
on which to rest a confident hope of success. 
The shameless law of that State is abhorred by 
all—even the governor who signed it declared 
it most infamous. A powerful party of free¬ 
men can soon be raised up iti that State. An 
able and excellent anti-slavery religious paper, 
the Congregational Herald, has lately been es¬ 
tablished in Chicago on a strong foundation. 
A Free Democratic paper has lately started in 
Galesburg. 

Wisconsin is already far advanced towards 
freedom. It has two daily and about eight able 
weekly papers, and hunkerism is hard up. It 
must ere long surrender before the power of 
truth. The Free Democracy hold already the 
balance of power there, and the whigs are anx¬ 
ious to effect a coalition on the election of Gov¬ 
ernor this year. It is gratifying to see a posi¬ 
tive refusal unless they will adopt our princi- 

Miciiigam has evinced more vigor this year 
than any other State. Their paper at Detroit 
has also connected with it a daily, which is 
successful bey ond the expectations of its friends. 
It is doing a good business. Hon. E. S. Ham¬ 
lin is engaged as editor in the fall. The confi¬ 
dent opinion was expressed to us that an election 
would double the free vote of last year. Some 
towns which gave only a few free votes then, at 
the spring elections cast pluralities, and in some 
cases majorities over both of the old parties. 
The progress of free principles is obvious in the 
Peninsula State. 

Iowa has one good free paper, and last year 
increased her vote much over any preceding 
year. The seed of true democracy is taking 
foot there in that afternoon of the country. 

New York is moving. While there wc were 
told of a plan of action which We see is -going 
into effect. It is to abolitionize the whole State 
by means of Colporteurs, B joks, Tracts and the 
living Voice. A fund of 20 or $30,000 is to be 
raised on which to baserit, and several thou¬ 
sands are already raised. Wm. Goodell has 
gone to N. Y. city with particular reference to 
Ihe publishing business, and the work is to be 
entered upon in a manner worthy pr the ob¬ 
ject. The measure has the approbation of 
Judge Jay, H. W. Beecher, John Jay, Minthon 
Tompkins, Seth M. Gates, Gerrit Smith &c. It 
is intended to make Mr. Hale’s coming to that 
State the occasion of new and more practical 
efforts to carry up the cause to a point of decis¬ 
ive power in the Empire. It is a grand design, 
and there are the men to execute it. 

Kvvti ck-v 4po is slowly advancing, so Mr 
Clay assured us; and so other facts prove.— 
Colonization arrays itself against all measures 
of emancipation, as it does everywhere. But 
Mr. Clay's example of far greater profits in ag¬ 
riculture by free labor is having a good effect. 
Mr. Foe is preaching the true gospel and or¬ 
ganizing lanti-slavery churches. He bas/tre al¬

Cruel Barbarity—The Trainer Case. 

A case has lately occurred in New York, 
which shows to an aggravating degree the in¬ 
fluence of slavery over northern courts.. When 
wo were in that city a despatch came to Lewis 
Tappan from Cincinnati that a woman had run 
off to New York with a little colored girl, with 
the request that he would find and save the 
child. He immediately caused search to he 
commenced, and at last the woman and child 
were found in an obscure quarter of infamy, 
a writ of habeas corpus was served and they 
were taken into custody. The father soon ar¬ 
rived from Cincinnati and claimed his child. 
The travelling debauchee pretended only that 
tlie father was unfit to take care of the child 
and she was its protectress! The case was 
before Judge Diier, one of Fillmore’s tools, and 
Rynders § Co. volunteered their most gallant 
attention to.the acknowledged strumpet. Af¬ 
ter several week’s delay Duer decided that ho 
had no jurisdiction ! and the woman with her 
retinue carried off the child in triumph. Ehe 
came -from Mobile, and probably, intended 
either to make the child her -slave, or train it 
up to her own shame. 

In the mean time the father had been assail¬ 
ed and driven by fear and injuries to Dunkirk. 
There he wrote to Mr Tappan in agony to save 
his child, and explained why he did not appear. 
This letter was read in court, but Duer, in 
mockery of justice, pretended he had no juris¬ 
diction, though admitting the claim of the 
father, and the futile pretense and bad charac¬ 
ter of the woman. 

But the ease was not given up. Applica¬ 
tion was made to Judge Barcuio for another 
writ of habeas corpus, which, was Exaauted- 
While, the child was in the sheriffs care at 
Mr. Brady’s office, Rynders and his Club 
surrounded the office and carried the child 
away, and a warrant was then issued against 
Rynders, who appeared and was let off on 
some futile apologies! But the child was 
taken out of the harlot’s possession and will 
escape the doom which awaited it, through the 
indomitable energy of Mr. Culver and Rlr. 
Tappan. 

Who now could have supposed that the no¬ 
ble efforts to save that child would awaken 
sneering contemptuousness in a religious pa- 
perin New England ? Bead the Christian Mir¬ 
ror, as if in derision of its own name it says: 

“ The suit for a child of Trainer, (colored,) in 
possession of a white woman, has been decided 
by the Judge as a case not authorizing his in¬ 
terference. The father, by his own confession, 
is of a stained reputation and the woman, but 
a blighted Rose. While these parties were oc¬ 
cupying public attention, there was in another 
room of the same Temple of Justice, a white 
mother, in distress nnd tears, claiming the boon 
of her three children from a divorced husband 
—but the colored case absorbed all the sympa¬ 
thy, and none was found to present the claims 
of the desolate and bereaved white parent or to 
countenance her appeal to the Judge for a 
mother’s portion,”

Judge How a no offered a resolution in rela¬ 
tion to Sunday trains, which, after some modi¬ 
fication, was adopted in the following form, 
without a division: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meet¬ 
ing, that no trains should be run upon the road, 
on the Lord’s Day, except upon emergency. 

The meeting also ratiff d a contract by the 
Directors with a company in Liverpool, for a 
fine of steamers to run from that city to Port¬ 


land during the winter,five trips eaeh way year¬ 
ly for seven years. 

The lease includes the entire property for 
999 years, and secures 6 per cent interest an¬ 
nually to the stockholders on the entire cost 
with interest probably to this time. The road 
will be finished in one or two months. 

This consolidated railroad interest will bb the 
most magnificent the world has yet seen. It 
is to extend from Portland to Lake Huron, 
making 800 miles of continuous rail ! A bridge 
is to cross the St. Lawrence at Montreal cost¬ 
ing about $7,000,000. It required a combina¬ 
tion of all the interests concerned to build this 
bridge. Besides, the same Company will yet 
include the European and N. A. Railroad to 
Halifax, some 500 miles more. All this is really 
embraced, and rests on a solid basis of English 
■capital. Gold is flowing into thatcountry from 
Australia and California, and seeks permanent 
investment. The world probably offers none 
more profitable and safe than this, and any ne¬ 
cessary amount will be ready. 

This vast scheme of commercial enterprise 
and investment, is intended to put the immense 
future commerce of Canada on the direct line 
of transit to Europe, together with whatever 
other western trade may naturally flow into the 


same chamiel, while at the same time it will hind 
British America to the United States with bands 
of iron. Great results doubtless fie beyond it, 
political as well as commercial. 

This is a proper place to suggest to corn and 
flour dealers in Maine a subject on which we 
had considerable conversation with growers nnd 
dealers at the west. They Said, “Your eastern 
men come west to buy up our wool, going to 
every producer's door for if. But our corn we 
must send to market as best we can, paying 
transshipments, commissions, storaffe, &c., then 
you go to New York for it and are charged all 
these intermediate costs and profits. Why not 
come here, buy your own stock and transport it 
byithe most direct and cheapest routes?” It 
can now be shipped from Chicago to Ogdens- 
burg without breaking bulk, then sect by rail¬ 
road to Boston. But when the road is complet¬ 
ed to Montreal, it can go there and direct to 
Portland at less cost than it can reach Boston. 
From the best estimates we could make, dealers 
in Maine will save from 5 to 10 cents on a bush¬ 
el by going directly to the farmers of 111. for 
their stock, and sending it to Portland on their 
own account. We commend this matter to 
consideration, mere is no neeu oi paying ir. 
York and Baltimore profits, commissions, stor¬ 
age and other fees on corn and flour for Maine.

Mr. Garrison’s Anti-Bible Resolutions. 

To the comervaiive gentleman who thought of 
me when he read those resolutions: 

In what relation, my dear sir, did you think 
of me? Certainly not ns sustaining the res¬ 
olutions; nor as unqualifiedly adopting the 
public course of the man : for neither the one 
nor the other is now or ever has been done by 
me. Bnt whatever you may have thought, or 
Still think, 1 have uttered nothing concerning 
Mr. Garrison, privately or publicly, by speech 
or pen. which is not in my belief, strictly true, 
and for which, therefore, no apology needs to 
be offered. Lest, however, there be in your 
mind, and in the minds of others for whom I 
entertain respect and cherish affection, some 
misapprehension, I will briefly repeat in sub¬ 
stance what I have heretofore said, and still be¬ 
lieve, safely challenging contradiction from any 
responsible quarter, notwithstanding that the 
contrary has been excitingly affirmed by one 1 
who has proof (never yet exhibited) “as unde¬ 
niable, as that our hemisphere is enlightened 
by the sun, at the noon day hour ” 

I have said then that Mr. Garrison is not an 
‘f unprincipled leader.” That his views of the 
Bible, of the Sabbath, of civil government, are 
correct, I have never asserted. On the contra¬ 
ry these views have not met, they can never 
meet with my sympathy. They are unsound 
and dangerous, and such I have before declar¬ 
ed them to be. 

I have affirmed that he is a man of pure 
moral character, of unbending integrity, of de¬ 
voted attachment to the cause of Humanity ; 
and such I still believe him to be. 

I have said also that, admitting the charge of 
infidelity which is brought against him to be 
true, his infidelity is of a type not more dan¬ 
gerous than that of certain clergymen, whose 
orthodoxy and personal fitness for tlie office of 
the ministry is endorsed by a religious paper, 
which is the accredited organ of the orthodox 
churches in this State; and this I still believe 
to be the fact. 

I beg of you, therefore, that when you think 
of me in connexion with resolutions denying 
the divine inspiration of the Bible, it will be as 
of one who fully believes the Bible to be the 
Word of God, while at the same time he dares 
not affirm of a man against whose moral char¬ 
acter not a breath of honest suspicion was ever 
raised, that because he doubts on this or any 
other essential point, he is therefore an “ un¬ 
principled leader." Such a conclusion is both 
false and injurious : and the judgment or the 
integrity of him who draws ?it, whatever his 
pretensions or hi3 position, is certainly not be¬ 
yond suspicion. 

Mr. Garrison theoretically denies the Bible 
as the Word of God,while he practically exem¬ 
plifies its spirit by obeying its most important 
injunctions. Mr. Orthodox Editor asserts the 
theory of its divine inspiration, while the man¬ 
ifest tendency of his course, as many believe, 
is to the utter violation of the commandment, 
“which is like unto” the greatest—“ Thou 
shall love thy neighbor as thyself. ” From both 
these forms of infidelity may you and I be gra¬ 
ciously spared.

Western Correspondence. 

Cleveland, Onto, June 4lh 1853. 

Dear Bro. Willey. —The beautiful bright blue 
sky and warm sun that has for several dnys 
past been smiling so sweetly upon us, is this 
morning obscured by heavy murky clouds, thnt 
seem to say to us, look out for a storm. Old 
Lake Erie looks as quiet and still as if she were 
taking.breath preparatory to malting adespernto 
effort at shaking things. You know she gets 
very angry sometimes and does not seem to 
care a hit whether she does mischief or not. 
Yet when she does put on her smiling face, we 
sometimes think we can appreciate her good 
nature all the more; and could love her all the 
better were it not for the perpetual fear, that 
she would all at once change her sweetest smile 
into the blackest frown. How like some human 
beings is this Lake ; to-day all calm and smiling, 
looking the perfect picture of gentleness ; to¬ 
morrow all in a rage ; her loveliness all gone ; 
and in place of ihe smile that yesterday won 
our hearts we sy a frown that- almost causes 
the warm blood to curdle in our-veins. 

I was happy to learn through the Inquirer, 
which came to hand to-day, of your safe arrival 
home—Have thought much of our visit to the 
fugitives in Canada—the picture that I saw there 
is constantly before my eyes, nnd I feel as I 
have never felt before that it-is our duty, not 
only as individuals but as a nation to do all in 
our power to aid in elevating these poor crea¬ 
tures whom we have so long trampled in the 
dust. Though I have seen slavery in all its 
various phases while traveling in the South; 
and have had an opportunity of learning by per¬ 
sonal observation its wretched effects not only 
upon the slave but the master, and all concern- 
edin them; and though I had learned lo hate 
the whole institution as heartily as I was capa¬ 
ble of hating any thing, yet I now sec it in a 
light which makes it look ton-fold more awful 
than ever hefore. Why, only think Bro. Willey 
of that family of Clarks : where can we find a 
natural}- more intelligent, keen sighted and 
ambitious family than they? Whore shall we 
louk for a stronger family affection than we see 
exhibited there? where for natures finer slrung? 
for hearts more thoroughly imbued with a love 
of liberty? And yet with all their intelligence, 
with all their fineness of feeling, with all their 
love of liberty they are adjudged by the laws of 
our land as not having a right to themselves, 
hy our laws we have virtualy thrown them out 
of the range of human existence, and they have 
had to leave this boasted land of liberty and 
seek a home in Canada in order to be.recognized 
as human beings. Oh shame on any country 
or any people who will to create for a moment 
such a law as will causo a man like Lewis Clark 
who is known and loved through the length 
and breadth of the free states,to live in perpetu¬ 
al four that some human tiger crouching in his 
lair would unexpectedly rush upon him. And 
this fear lias caused him to break asunder those 
ties that bound him to his home in New York— 
and he has not felt himself safe until he has 
breathed the free air and his foot has pressed 
the free soil of Queen Victoria's free Domain. 
But there, dear brother Lewis, hast thou found 
a field spread out before thee as large as thy 
great heart can compass, go forth and labor in 
that field and thou shalt reap an abundant har- 
vest— thou mayest yet be appointed to go down 
into Egypt to lead forth thy brethren from the 
hand and rod of the oppressor.

All geological science is derived front an 
examination of the earth’s crust, or surface. 
Now, I have no doubt that many of you will 
wonder how we can know much about what 
the earth is made of, when we know so little 
of its surface. And your wonder will be in¬ 
creased if you look at the heavy black line 
in the picture above which includes a depth 
of fifteen utiles or nearly three times the ac¬ 
tual amount of surface to which our obser¬ 
vations have been able to extend Compare 
that line with the depth of the earth from its 
surface to the centre, of which depth ouly 
one-eighth part is shown above, and you may 
realize how little of the crust of the earth 
comes UDder our observation. When you 
are told that within that black line are con¬ 
fined all our means of geological investiga¬ 
tions, you will naturally feel disappointed at 
the apparent inadequacy of the materials 
afforded. 

But the case is not so, for the crust of the 
earth does show us, under a great variety of 
circumstnnr.es, the lowest of all rocks, granite 
below which no signs of periodical formation 
or of life can he found, even it. connection 
with the remotest eras. It is therefore pro¬ 
bable that we have really within our grasp a 
complete series of remains of the varying and 
mighty phenomena that have marked the mate¬ 
rial history of our globe in all time past. And 
even if there be deficiencies, through the 
changes that have taken place, under the 
operation ofthose natural influences still ever 
at work around us, it is all but certain that 
these deficiencies could not be supplied by 
deeper descents into the earth.

His fingers are 
small, and he picks up bis type from the 
case with a rapidity truly astonishing. I 
have never seen it equalled in an English 
printing office.

The compositors said they should require 
five distributors.
